10. (Unclassified - RJW) LEGISLATION Spoke with 
Mr. Modi in. Chief of the Budget 'Preparation Branch, 0MB. 

He said the House resolution passed the House, was 
subsequently referred to the Senate Appropriations Committee, 
where it is sitting. No action will be taken on it until 
the Appropriations Committee passes the other legislation 

it has pending. In the words of Mr. Modlin, Federal Govern- 
ment then- -or rather certain portions thereof- -is functioning 
illegally. He advises that each Federal agency consult with 
their own General Counsel to determine the legal ramifications 
involved, e.g., some agencies can operate on "carry over 
balances." *'■ 

11. (Unclassified - SKM) LEGISLATION Spoke with an 
editor of the Washington Monitor regarding what happens when 
a continuing appropriation resolution does not pass before 

the beginning of the new fiscal year. The continuing resolution 
for DOD/HEW passed the House, but it is pending in the Senate 
Appropriations Committee. The editor said this is not critical 
since obviously the Government is not going to shut down, and 
agencies are usually covered through a pay period, which ends 
this Friday. He said that legally the agency is operating in 
limbo once its funds run out. He also said that the 
Appropriations Committee will probably summarily pass the 
resolution once it gets more pressing business out of the way, 
and it will go directly to the Senate floor. 

12. (Unclassified - MMP) LIAISON Called Mike O’Neil, Chief 
Counsel, House Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence, to 
tell him that I was hopeful of getting down to see him later 
this afternoon to discuss CIA’s reporting on liaison. Later 
that afternoon I did see Mr. O’Neil and Thomas Latimer, Staff 
Director.
